MEETS NEXT WITH AQUINAS UNION

The most interesting meeting yet held 
hy the Catholic Union was presided over 
by President Edward J. McDermott at 
Trinity Hall Sunday afternoon. The 
delegates all look part in the proceedings, 
which were important throughout, in- 
cluding changes in the constitution and 
the adoption of by-laws, which now 
leaves the body thoroughly organized 
and ready to enter actively upon the 
work for which it was organized. 
The changes in the constitution recom - 
the Board of Directors were 
cretary Cooney. Each was 
carefully considered, and after full dis- 
cussion all were approved of. Instead 
of a large and cumliersome Board of Di- 
rectors there will be an Executive Com- 
mittee of at least seven members, thus 
giving representation to all organizations 
rather than divisions or branches. The 
Executive Committee will have great 
power in the interim between meetings, 
but will report all its business to the 
union. It may also call special meetings 
and act in matters not provided for in 
the constitution and by-laws. 

Hereafter the sessions of the union will 
be held on thei!8th of each month at 7:30 
p. m., thus interfering but very little 
with the meetings of any of the affiliated 
societies and insuring a larger attendance 
of delegates. There was an almost unan- 
imous feeling against Sunday sessions, 
and the feregoing date was chosen only 
after considerable debate. The Chair- 
man of each delegation will receive 
official notification of all meetings and 
transmit the same to his colleagues and 
the body they represent. 

Upon motion it was decided to notify 
the promoters of the National Federation 
of Catholic Clubs, who have called a 
meeting at the Fifth Avenue Hotel in 
New York City for Thanksgiving day, 
that the movement met with the approval 
of the union, which would affiliate and 
later send delegates to the national meet- 
ings. 

For the purpose of creating greater in- 
terest in the union and making Catholics 
generally better acquainted with its pur- 
poses and acts it was unanimously de- 
cided to invite the entire membership of 
those bodies at whose halls meetings were 
held, who will receive a hearty welcome, 
though not allowed to participate in the 
proceedings. 

President JobWCrotty presented a cor- 
dial invitation to the union to hold its 
next meeting, which occurs Wednesday 
evening, November '.28, with the Aquinas 
Union at its hall on Sixth street, near 
Oak, aud it was unanimously accepted. 
K Miner has it that the Aquinas members 
have arranged a pleasant surprise for the 
delegates aud members that evening, but 
its nature will not be made known for the 
present. However, those who fail to 
Attend will certainly miss much that 
would entertain and interest them. 

The meeting was made interesting by 
remarks by President Sullivan of Trinity 
Council, President McDermott, David 
O'Conuell, Dr. J. W. Fowler, Dan Tier- 
ney, Pat Holly, Miss Mary Sheridan, 
James Rogers and other.

A voice 
such as that of the poet patriot recalls 
those who harken to it to higher things 
than the sometimes, though not neces- 
sarily, sordid cares of everyday life. " Do 
not barter your national birthright for a 
mess of pottage." Sncb in effect is the 
advice earnestly given to their compa- 
triots by the two foremost writers of tbe 
Anglo-Irish school. What Dr. Hyde 
calls "the still, small voice of the Gaelic 
League" is raised for the same purpose. 
The League stands as a witness for ideal- 
ism versus materialism, as well as for 
national individuality versus cosmopoli- 
tanism.

St. John's Cathedral at Savan- 
nah Most Magnificent 
in the South. 



Last Sunday, the feast day of Sts. 
Simon and Jude, the magnificent new 
Cathedral of St. John the Baptist was 
dedicated by Monsignor Martinelli, 
Papal delegate to the United States, 
assisted by over fifty priests and ten 
Bishops, the latter including the Right 
Rev. Henry Moeller, of Columbus; 
Edward Allen, of Mobile; Sebastian 
Byrne, of Nashville; Theophile Meer- 
schaert, of Indian Territory; A. Van 
Devyver, of Richmond; Leo Haid, of 
North Carolina; Alfred A. Curtis, of 
Baltimore; Henry P. Northrop, of 
Charleston; John Moore, of St. August- 
ine. B. J. Kellcy, of Savannah. 

Monsignor Martinelli was the celebrant 
of the mass, assisted by Vicar Gen. Bazin, 
of Atlanta, Rev. Dr. Braunen, of New 
York, Rev. Dr. Rooker, of Washington, 
and Rev. Dr. Flyun.of Morristowu, N. J. 
The weather was perfect, and the serv- 
ices were attended by an Immense throng. 
The exercises lasted three hours, but so 
beautiful and impressive were they that 
there was not an auditor left the building 
during their continuance. 

The procession was headed hy fifty 
altar boys vested in black, red and white 
cassocks and white surplices. The 
clergy followed, attired in the robes of 
their episcopal and aacerdotal offices. 
The ceremony of dedication itself did 
not occupy more than half to three-quar- 
ters of an hour. The Pontificial high 
mass which followed was of greater 
length, and was interspersed with elab- 
orate music by the choir. The exercises 
were concluded with the sermon by the 
Rev. William O'Brien Pardow, S. J., of 
Washington. Dr. Pardow is the ex-pro- 
vincial of the Jesuits in this province, 
and is now connected with St. Aloysius 
church in Washington. 

After the conclusion of the services the 
visiting prelates proceeded to the DeSoto 
Hotel, where they partook of an elabor- 
ate dinner tendered by the local enter- 
tainment committee iu honor of Monsig- 
nor Martinelli. 

At the vespers service at 8 o'clock 
Bishop Leo Haid, of North Carolina, 
preached, and an elaborate musical pro- 
gramme was reudered by the choir. 
Apart from the dedication of the Cathe- 
dral the celebratiou was notable as mark- 
ing the fiftieth anniversary of the founda- 
tion of the diocese of Savannah. 

The new Cathedral, built upon the 
ruins of the Cathedral begun by Bishop 
Persico in 1 873, dedicated by Bishop 
Gross, in 187ti and destroyed by fire two 
years ago, is probably the handsomest 
specimen of Gothic architecture in the 
South. The transept has a depth of 
about 100 feet, a width of 80 feet. The 
aisles are laid with encaustic tiling, 
while the spaces between the front pews 
and the sanctuary aud in the rear of the 
pews are laid with marble tiling. The 
walls of the building are of a deep buff 
color, wbile the ceiling is of a bright 
cream color, the effect of which is great- 
ly enhanced by the ivory tone of the 
branching arches. The wainscoting 
around the walls is of marble. The 
building is lighted throughout with both 
gas and electricity.

Father Considioe, was buried at Ardra- 
han, County Galway, October 18. 

The Most Rev. Dr. Kelly, Bishop of 
Ross, left for Rome on the 16th ult. for 
the purpose of paying his first episcopal 
visit to the Holy Father. 

The death of Thomas Fitzgerald, aged 
sixty-five years, was deeply regretted in 
Dublin. His funeral took place Wednes- 
day morning, October 17. 

The funeral of Ellen Taaffe, widow of 
the late Christopher Taaffe, who passed 
away at Brook Lodge, County Roscom- 
mon, occurred October 18. 

Sir Nicholas R. O'Conor. British Am- 
bassador at Constantinople, accompanied 
by Lady O'Conor *»nd children, has ar- 
rived at the family seat, Dundermott, 
County Roscommon. 

It is rumored that Gerald Balfour will 
resign the Chief Secretaryship, and that 
he will 1>e succeeded by St. John Brod- 
rick, Under Secretary for Foreign Affairs 
in the last Government. 

Sincere sympathy was felt for Alder- 
man Russell, whose oldest daughter, 
Mary Russell, died at her father's resi- 
dence in Dublin. Her funeral took place 
on the 18th ult. from St. Teresa's church, 
the serives being largely attended. 

It is rumored in North Derry that Hor- 
ace Plunkett will be asked to stand for 
that constituency in the event of the pro- 
motion of Mr. Atkinson to the Lord 
Chancellorship. It is supposed in the 
constituency that the Lord Chancellor is 
about to retire. 

The latest issue of the Clare Man states 
that J. J. Daly, Solicitor and Couuty 
Councillor for the Ennistymon district, 
has decided to open an office at Kilrush 
in addition to those already established 
at Ennis and Ennistymon. Mr. Daly has 
the reputation of being an able lawyer. 

The month's memory office for the re- 
pose of the soul of the late Very Rev. 
Joseph Nolan, of Garristown, was cele- 
brated in the parochial church of his late 
parish. The ceremonies were conducted 
in the presence of a large gathering of 
the people of the parish and of the local 
and other clergy. 

A movement has been set on foot in 
Birr among people of all denominations 
and political views for the purpose of 
presenting Bernard C. Molloy with a 
service of plate and an illuminated ad- 
dress in recognition of his twenty-one 
years' public service as member of Parlia- 
ment for the division. 

After a protracted illness Theophilus 
McWeeny, the veteran chief of the Free- 
man's Journal reporting staff, passed 
away October 15. The news of his death 
will be received with profound regret by 
the many friends whom Mr. McWeeny 
had attracted to himself during his long 
and distinguished professional career. 

The announcement of the death of 
Sister Mary Gertrude Dunne, which oc- 
curred at the Convent of Our Lady of 
Mercy, St. Joseph's, Tullamore, created 
deep and genuine regret in the town. 
The deceased Sister had attained the 
eighty-second year of her age and the 
forty-seventh of her religious profession. 

Samuel McClintock. aged twenty-nine, 
laborer, committed suicide by hanging 
himself in Derry prison. He had been 
committed to jail for fourteen days for 
drunkenness. It is stated he was addicted 
to the use of methylated spirit and bad 
previously attempted suicide. McClin- 
tock had only four days of his present 
sentence served. 

The sixth anniversary of the consecra- 
tion of St. John's Cathedral, Limerick, 
was celebrated on Sunday, in the pres- 
ence of the Bishop, Most Rev. Dr. 
O'Dwyer, who presided at the impres- 
sive religious ceremony and a large gath- 
ering of the laity, many of whom came 
from distant parishes to do honor to the 
solemn and historic occasion. 

A very sad accident occurred near Dun- 
murry, Belfast Richard Maze, a well- 
known carrier, together with his sons, 
were returning to Lisburn from Belfast, 
and when a short distance beyond Dun- 
murry the old man was seen to suddenly 
fall off his cart. His sons, who were in 
charge of other carts, at once went to his 
assistance and were surprised to find that 
life was extinct. 

The estate of Lord Clare at Mount 
Shannon, near Limerick, has been dis- 
posed of to a wealthy Australian named 
Nevin. The place was purchased by John, 
the first Earl of Clare, who supported the 
passing of the act of union and was held 
by successive members of the family 
down to about twenty years back. The 
furniture, paintings, etc., were sold by 
auction fifteen years ago. The sale 
practically ends the history of the Clare 
family. 

P. Conway, who had been for many 
years principal teacher at Drape rstown, 
County Derry, but who changed some 
time ago to Dromara, Couuty Down, re- 
cently paid a visit to his friends in the 
former town and on bis arrival got a very 
pleasant surprise from the people in the 
shape of a beautiful illuminated address 
and a neat purse of aovereigns. The 
presentation was made in Patrick 
O'Neill's hotel, where the party were 
subsequently entertained by Mr. Con- 
way and spent a most enjoyable evening. 

Considerable sensation was caused in 
Derry recently by the report of a murder 
in the vicinity of Newtownatewai t.County 
Tyrone. The dead body of a laud sur- 
veyor named Thomas Hegarty waa found 
on the roadside a mile from Newtown- 
Stewart, with lacerated wounds in the 
face.

Eil ward Barry, who was re-elected a 
member of the British Parliament from 
South Cork for the third consecutive 
time, is a brother of John J. Barry, editor 
of the New Haven Echo, and Joseph 
Barry, also of New Haven, they being 
the only male survivors of the original 
Cork Barry family existing today. The 
Barrys are well-known in Nelson county 
and throughout the State, and their 
friends will read with interest the follow- 
ing sketch of the Nationalist member of 
Parliament, who has always been a strong 
Home Ruler and was among the first to 
go to the assistance of John Redmond 
and William O'Brien in establishing unity 
in the. Irish party on its present basis, 
and also the fust member to adopt the 
principles of the United Irish League, 
taken from the Cork County Eagle: 

"The convention held in Skibbereen 
was certainly the largest ever held in the 
Town Hall for the purpose of selecting a 
Nationalist representative in Parliament 
for the Division of South Cork. It was 
unique in its way, composed as it was of 
popularity elected bodies and delegates 
from the various Nationalist societies 
within the constituency and it may be 
taken ah aii exhaustively representative 
gathering. As we anticipated last week, 
Edward Barry, who sat for the division 
since 1H'.'"J, was the unanimous choice of 
the BWthtgi and indeed it would tie diffi- 
cult to get a more worthy or faithful 
member, because since his election to 
Parliament he has worked with an earnest- 
ness and an unostentatious singleness of 
purpose which can not be excelled. His 
speech was an honest and a practical one 
and gave thorough satisfaction, as he 
promised in the future, as in the past, to 
support the demands of the majority of 
the Irish people in the House of Com- 
mons. That the great meeting in Skib- 
bereen recognized his worth is amply 
proved by the unanimity of his selectiou, 
and we are certain that at the next disso- 
lution he will hand back unsullied the 
trust reposed in him by the people of 
South Cork. We congratulate Mr. Barry 
on his selection, believing as we do that 
he is the right man in the right place."

ARRANGEMENTS FOR THE CONVENTION 



The annual election of delegates to 
the American Federation of Labor and 
the State Federation of Lalwr brought 
out an unusually large attendance at the 
monthly meeting of the Central Labor 
Union, which was held at Beck's Hall 
last Sunday afternoon. President John 
Fucha presided and all of his rulings 
were accepted without question. Cre- 
dentials were received and the following 
delegates admitted as members of tbe 
central body: 

Painters and Decorators — Messrs. Dick- 
erson and Hess. 

Cigarmnkers— Martin Metzger. 

Wood Carver*— Albert Raibert and E. 
Hoffman. 

Horseshoers— John Dawson. 

A communication was received from 
ths Paterson Typographical Union rela- 
tive to the contest now being made in 
the courts of New Jersey against the en- 
forcement of an ordinance passed by the 
Paterson City Council requiring the union 
label on all city printing. The printers 
call for financial assistance from all sister 
unions interested in the welfare of their 
labels. 

Another communication read was from 
the Louisville Allied Printing Trades 
Council regarding the absence of the 
allied trades label from the Avenue Thea- 
ter programme. This was leferred to the 
Grievance Committee. The Typographi- 
cal Union will doubtless take action upon 
this matter at its meeting tomorrow. 

The Bootblacks' Union entered com- 
plaint against the lack of iuterest taken 
in the employment of meniliers of their 
organization by many master barbers in 
the city. The Organization Committee 
will call upon the owners of the shops 
referred to and endeavor to make an 
amicable settlement of their differences. 

The report of the special committee to 
whom had been referred the matter in 
controversy between the Buckingham 
Theater and the Theatrical Alliance was 
received. It stated that everything had 
been settled satisfactorily, tbe Bucking- 
ham Theater being a union house in 
every department. 

Delegate Dietz, of the Grievance Com- 
mittee, submitted a report in the matter 
of the Two Jakes Sign Company. The 
company expressed its willingness and 
desire to affiliate with the union, but 
upon the condition that the sign painters 
elect new officers. There followed quite 
a leugthy discussion, which resulted in 
the entire matter being referred back to 
the local sign painters' organization. 

Encouraging reports were made by 
members of the committees making 
arrangements for the entertainment of 
the delegates and visitors to tbe annual 
convention of the American Federation 
of Labor, which will be in session here 
for about ten days, beginning December 
6. Quite a handsome sum of money has 
already been donated for this purpose, 
but all trades unions and many business 
men will be urged to contribute as liber- 
ally as possible, as the working people of 
Louisville desire to maintain its reputa- 
tion for hospitality. Music Hall has 
been secured for the convention and 
hotel accomodations provided for. 

For delegate to tbe American Federa- 
tion of Labor there were but two nomi- 
nated, James McGill and George R. 
French. The former declined and Dele- 
gate French was elected by acclamation. 
Mr. French has had long experience in 
tbe tradea union movement, having 
served as President of the local Cigar 
inakera' Union and delegate to tbe Cen- 
tral Labor Union, and Louisville will 
have no cause to regret his selection aa 
its representative- 
Nominations for delegate to the State 
Federation of Labor were called for and 
after declinations to serve by Messrs. 
Herman Christian, James Roberts and 
Walter Young, who could uot lose the 
necessary time from their business, James 
Looney, of the Stereotyper*' aud Electro- 
typers' Union, was chosen by acclama- 
tion. 

The Brewers' Union reported that they 
were making progress toward organizing 
the local btewerits in *J] their depart- 
ments. After the lr.<i siction of other 
routine business of minor interest the 
meeting adjourned 

BRYAN'S ANCESTRY. 

If hereditary tendency counts for sny- 
thiug, William J. Bryan may, though he 
be defeated for the Presidency of the 
Uuited States this year, eventually 
occupy the White House, even if be has 
to wait half a century and more for the 
honor, for hia great-grandmother, Mrs. 
Mary Bryan Cobb, is alive and just cele- 
brated her ninety-seventh birthday. She 
is the eldest of the surviving daughter* 
of the Revolution, her father having been 
Major Daniel Gano, a colonial artillery 
commander, and her grandfather waa the 
famous "fighting chaplain," Rev. John 
Gano, who was brigade chaplain of the 
Revolutionary atruggle. Her husband was 
a hero of the war of 1812.
